Remains Bullish 


WASHINGTON (A P'

C om m erce Departm ent says in­ 
dicators were uniform ly bullish 
in January, showing no signs of 
the long-awaited —and predict­ 
ed—slackening of the econom y.

Blast Shatters 
Supermarket 
In Jerusalem 


JERUSALEM 'A P ' - A rx>w- 
! erful explosion shattered Jeru­ 
salem ’s biggest superm arket to­ 
day as about 200 .shoppers were 
stocking up for the start of the 
Sabbath at sundown. Two uni­ 
versity students w ere killed and 
an Australian major and seven 
wom en were w(wildcd. Three of 
the women were reported in se- 
rkws condition. 
Police Minister Eliahu Sasson 
said the “ vile attack” was ob­ 
viously linked to the Arab guer­ 
rilla attack Tuesday on an Is­ 
raeli airliner in Zurich, Switzer­ 
land. 
“Som ebody standing next to 
m e w'as virtually blown to bits,” 
said

Polishuk,

ter. He said the explosion blew 
hun over. 
In the superm arket building, 
across the street from the King 
David Hotel, was broken glass 
and 
groceries w ere splattered 
all over the walls and floors. All 
the windows were blown out. 
Another package of about two 
and a half jx>unds of explosives 
was found in a candy box on the 
wine counter, police said. It was 
timed to go off an hour after the 
first explosion.

One merchant says he loses i 
an average of $15 per day from 
his store, a total which accu­ 
mulates to nearly $4,500 
per 
year. Another said shoplifting 
losses liave increased 25 per 
cent in each of the past three 
years, despite efforts to curtail 
the activities. 
Grow ing Crime 
Nationally, 
Frederick 
said, I 
FBI statistics indicated that as 
much as $2 billion worth ol 
merchandise was carried off in 
1968. In the past five years, ac­ 
cording to J. Edgar Hoover,1 
FBI director, 
shoplifting has 
increased 79 tier cent as the 
fastest growing crime in the 
country. 
In 
Escanaba, 
the 
biggest 
shoplifting 
problem 
is 
with 
juveniles—and with girls rath­ 
er than 
boys—despite 
police 
statistics which show that out 
of 48 eases rei>orted in 1968 
there were 48 boys involved 
and only 15 girls. 
“The juvenile boys look like 
the biggest offenders,” Frede­ 
rick told tile retailers, “but in 
dollar value they’re not. The 15 
girls account for more dollar 
loss ” 
Boys, he said, tend to take 
smaller items—-candy bars, ci­ 
garettes, small toys—while girls 
go for clothing, cosmetics and 
jewelry. In addition, Frederick 
added, boys over 17 years of 
age rarely do any shoplifting. 
With girls, age seems to Ire no 
barrier. 
“They call it the housewives 
crime,” Frederick said. 
Safeguards Listed 
Frederick said, however, that 
there are things merchants can 
do to guard against shoplifting 
losses, including careful screen­ 
ing of employes before they are 
hired. He also urged that back 
doors be locked, except when 
used as a customer entrance 
and in those situations a close 
watch Ire kept on the door. 
Suspicious behavior also can 
be kept under surveillance. 
Although 
it’s 
difficult 
to 
“type” a shoplifter or spot one 
walking into a store, certain 
clues can be useful in detecting 
shoplifting activity, he said. 
If a customer’s face bs flush­ 
ed or he is perspiring when 
other customers 
aren't, 
if he 
looks startled when approach­ 
ed, or if he seems more inter­ 
ested in the people around him 
than in the item he is holding, 
Frederick warned merchants to 
stay alert. He also urged a close 
watch on people who spend a 
long time at a single counter, 
make repeated trips to fitting 
rooms or make hasty exits from 
a store.

Taste Of Maple 


Michigan State University lias been trying 


m itll might and main to jiggle the Upper Pen­ 
insula’s maple syrup business into greater activ­ 
ity. 
MSU hasn’t been successful in a big way yet, 
but it has certainly informed the area on this 
neglected resource of its hard maple forests, 
It seems inevitable that eventually the Lo­ 
per Peninsula will expand its maple syrup mak­ 
ing. hut it has for years seemed inevitable that 
tile Lopper Country would expand its growing if 
fine late season strawberries, and it hasn't done 
it. 
The strawberry production volume remains 
fairly constant hut the number of producers 
has declined sizably. Something of t h e same 
port is happening in the sugar bushes; tile evap­ 
orators get more efficient and the sap collec­ 
tion system s improve, but our volume of maul0 
syrup production stays about the same; a few 
sugar boilers drop out of the business and a few 
enter it and it goes along as a farm enterprise 
when it is too late to log and too early to plow.

MSL is ideally equipped to develop this in­ 
dustry. It has immense expertise, Inith in the 
management of maple forests and in the collec­ 
tion of sap, the boiling of maple syrup and the 
marketing of it. Its people say that a good case 
can be made for the income potential of sale cd' 
Pap or the making of syrup. 
For one thing there’s no surplus of maple 
Syrup, which is a rare thing in any commodity in 
the food line. The market will take all that can 
be produced, and in all the world it can be pro­ 
duced only in our northern hardwood forest area 
that includes the Lake States and New England. 
The Upper Peninsula has three to four million 
acres of this type of forest in which hard (sugar) 
maples are the dominant tree, and they are the 
Climax tree, besides, meaning that our future 
growth will tend naturally toward the production 
of sugar maple stands — beautiful all the year, 
spectacular in fall foliage and sugary sweet in 
the spring.

Syrup boiling is one of the oldest trades in 
America, the first explorers found the Indians 
doing it. We can make much better syrup than 
the Indians did with our vacuum plastic tube 
line collection of sap. rapid evaporation, quality 
Controls and fancy marketing but most of our 
sugar maples go untapped today. They’re much 
ip ore apt to have a sapsucker drill holes in them 
with his bill than to have a sugar bush operator 
pink then with his portable power drill for a tap. 
Sap is worth b’ -j to <> cents a gallon and 
maple syrup is worth about $<» a gallon whole­ 
sale, but tint ii we move from the farmer’s “pin 
money” making of maple syrup into commercial 
operation with central evaporators serving siz­ 
able areas of sap collection it, doesn’t see mlikelv 
that w e’ll get big in this business. The success 
o f one such enterprise would probably result i?1 
more o f them and we’d tell the .sapsuckers to 
find their own trees, that we were tapping ours.

Spain left Hic ranks of 
the developing countries of Europe, ahead of 
Greece, Portugal, Turkey and Yugoslavia.

Spain’s gross national product 
has been 
growing by more than 7 per cent a year, a rate 
higher than any other Western country.

Spain has become the world’s leading tour­ 
ist country, with the number of foreign visitors

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David Scott Acts As 
Mission s Life Guard

SPACE

Houston 
(AP) — David R. Scott, car­ 
rying a burden unlike any man 
before, will be the life guard on 
Ape lo 9. st a- c 
g a lonely vigil 
of safety for his crew mates as 
they test the untried lunar mod­ 
ule. 
Scott, a 36-year-old Air Force 
lieutenant cc.lonel. remains in 
the cc mm and and service mod­ 
ule. CSM on Apollo 9 while Air 
Force Col. James A. McDivitt 
and 
Russell 
L. 
Schweickart 
board the lunar module in space 
and fly up to IOO miles away 
from the mother ship in a ren- 
dezvous maneuver. 
Should the lunar module, or 
LEM, malfunction, the lives of 
McDivitt and Schweickart wall 
depend on the decisions Scott 
makes and on how' well he is 
able to perform a complex res­ 
cue. 
Evaluator 
“ When 
we are separated,” 
•aid McDivitt. speaking of the 
•olo flight of LEM during the 
mission. “ Dave has a lot more 
responsibility 
than 
anyone's 
probably ever had before . . . 
He has to be able to evaluate 
any 
critical 
situation 
which 
might arise in his spacecraft 
and weigh the risk of his life in 
rescuing us against the certain 
loss of our lives . . . He’s placed 
rn a position that a lot of people 
don’t really appreciate.” 
Scott is the command module 
pilot on Apollo 9. the 10-day 
space 
flight 
scheduled 
for 
launch Feb. 28. The mission is 
in earth orbit, but it’s a major 
stepping stone to the moon be­ 
cause it will verify the design of 
the lunar module. 
Scott’s job will be the least 
spectacular of the Apollo 9 trio. 
He has no extravehicular activi­ 
ty. or 
space walk, 
as does 
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Schweickart. Nor will he trans­ 
fer to the LEM while it’s docked 
with the CSM. as w il both 
Schweickart and McDivitt. 
Neds Good Aim 
But the success of the mission 
rests very heavily on Scott. 
His first major job after Aix>l- 
lo 9 is launched into space is to 
separate the command module 
from the S4B, the third launch 
booster stage. He’ll then fly the 
CSM out a few' feet, turn around 
and return, nose first, to the 
booster stage. 
Nestled in the end of the S4B 
is the LEM. Scott’s job is to 
poke a probe on the nose of his 
command module into a 39-inch 
cone, called a drogue, covering 
a docking collar on the LEM. 
If his marksmanship is good, 
the spacecrafts will lock togeth­ 
er. Scott wall “ put it :n reverse” 
and back awpay from the S4B. 
extracting the LEM now locked 
on the nose of the cone-shaped 
CSM. 
This must be crone properly 
before anything else in the flight 
is possible. 
“Gate Keeper” 
Then. 40 hours after the flight 
starts, Scott becomes the ‘‘gate 
keeper” 
for 
McDivitt 
and 
Schweickart. Scott will be iii 
charge of removing and replac­ 
ing the drogue, the probe and 
the 
CSM 
hatch. 
When 
he 
removes the heavy equipment, 
it opens a tunnel to the LEM. 
When he replaces them, the two 
spacrcraft become separate ve­ 
hicles 
again, 
although 
still 
locked together. 
Scott will have to wrestle with 
this equipment six times during 
tile next three days of the flight. 
Just before the start af their 
fifth day into the mission. Mc­ 
Divitt and Schw'eickart move 
over to the LEM through the 
tunnel for their fifth trip be­ 
tween the two vehicles. 
Not For Earth Orbit 
The pair power up the LEM. 
give Scott the green light, and 
the command module pilot re­ 
tracts the probe and moves the 
CSM about 30 feet away from 
the LEM, now flying by itself 
for the first time. 


LEM’s first solo is a rough 
simulation of the job it was de­ 
signed to do—carry two men 
from a mother ship orbiting the 
moon down to the lunar surface, 
something this country hopes to 
do in June or July. 
But in Apollo 9. LEM will be 
flying w’here it was not designed 
to fly. The lightweight craft was 
built for lunar orbit, not earth 
orbit, and it is not equipped to 
survive a re-entry into earth’s 
atmosphere. If it gets in trouble 
in earth orbit, LEM must return 
to the CSM or its crewmen per­ 
ish. 
Only Scott, flying the heavy 
command module designed for 
an earth landing, can prevent 
disaster if LEM falters. 
Scott, the life guard, the one 
link to safety, is not waiting idly 
for the young bird to return 
home during the six hours of 
rendezvous manuevering. 
After 
the 
first 
separation 
burn. 
Scott 
plots 
manuevers ( 
which would be a “mirror im­ 
age” to those planned by the 
LEM. 
Should the LEM fail to fire 
any of its planned burns at the 
correct time, Scott has 60 sec­ 
onds to fire a “m irror im age” 
burn. 
This 
would 
leave 
the 
spacecraft in the planned rela­ 
tive positions, and the LEM. if it 
has corrected its malfunction, 
could carry on with the rest of 
the rendezvous. 
If the LEM is still disabled, 
Scott would do all of the rest of 
the rende7.vous burns, bringing 
the spacecrafts together. This 
would enable him to rescue his 
teammates aboard the disabled 
LEM. 
In effect. Scott will be doing 
everything that wou.d be re­ 
quired of the command module 
pilot if he were actually per­ 
forming the rendezvous himself. 
The only difference is that he 
will not light his rocket thrus­ 
ters unless the LEM is disabled. 
And at the same time. Scott 
must control and monitor the 
CSM, 
the 
most 
complicated 
flying machine ever made by 
man.

its traditional stand against a r­ 
tificial

Bailey said the department 
has hauled almost 3.000 bushels 
(about 84 tons) of surplus corn 
to the Upper Peninsula from 
the federal storage center at 
Red Granite, Wis.

been distributed in deer yards
